FOR  GSC   LEAD 

With  fullback  Charles  Tolar 
way  out  in  front  on  yardage  gain- 
ed in  the  Gulf  State  Conference, 
followed  by  Charles  Henningan 
in  second  place,  paired  off  with 
Dale  Hoffpauir,  who  leads  the 
conference  in  passing,  and  Billy 
Booth,  the  GSC's  top  receiver, 
the  Demons  are  tied  for  the  con- 
ference lead  with  only  one  game 
to  be  played  to  complete  the 
schedule. 

Tolar,  in  seven  games,  has  roll- 
ed up  694  yards  on  85  rushing 
attempts  to  take  the  lead.  His 
nearest  competitor  is  team  mate 
Charles  Henningan  with  409 
yards  in  100  tries.  Hennigan  is 
followed  by  Frank  Bourgeois  of 
S.L.C.  with  407  yards  on  70  tries, 
Roger  Hampton  of  McNeese  with 
363  on  78,  and  Tommy  Bell  of 
S.L.C.  with  342  on  71. 

In  the  scoring  column,  Tolar 
leads  the  conference  with  54 
points.  Paul  Hynes  of  Louisiana 
Tech  is  second  with  42  points  and 
Hampton  third  with  39. 

Quarterback  Dale  Hoffpauir 
has  35  completions  in  55  tries  for 
540  yards,  with  a  percentage  of 
.636.  James  McCabe  of  Tech  has 
completed  21  of  40  for  263  yards, 
and  Billy  Hawkins  of  Southeast- 
tern  20  of  46  for  216  yards. 

Billy  Booth  of  N.S.C.  leads  re- 


ceivers with  12  catches  for  318 
yards,  Henningan  has  10  for  113, 
and  Northeast's  Reynolds  and

"The  Slide  Rule".  The  book  was 
published  by  Edwards  Brothers 
of  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  and  is 
being  used  as  a  basic  text  in 
Mathematics  206. 

The  purpose  of  the  book,  as 
stated  in  the  introduction,  is  "to 
provide  classes  in  slide  rule  with 
the  instruction  and  drill  mater- 
ials, consisting  of  problems  in 
applied  mathematics,  namely, 
business,  physical  science,  engi- 
neering,  etc." 

The  book  is  divided  into  les- 
sons, including  diagrams,  ex- 
amples, exercises,  and  an  answer 
section.
